B/zz Says Prospects For Cottonwood Creek Project Bright

The outlook for the U. S. Corps 


of Engineers project for dam- 
ming and controlling Cot- 
tonwood Creek 
is 
bright, 


Congressman Bizz Johnson and 
Col. James Donovan told a 
surprisingly large audience at 
the Crystal Tavern in Red Bluff 
yesterday. Donovan is the 
Corps' district engineer. 


Both 
men 
spoke 
en- 


thusiastically of the project. 


"The 
Cottonwood project 


would mean more to this area 
than anything I can think of," 
Congressman Johnson declared. 
And he said at another 
point: 


"I can assure you people we 


are going to do everything we 
can to keep both alive — bank 
erosion protection and Cot 
tonwood Creek." 


Bank erosion shared interest 


with the Cottonwood Creek 
project at the meeting, attended 
by 
about 
70 
persons. 


Congressman Johnson reported 
on that and the Tehama-Colusa 
Canal. 


"I'm 
happy to say that 


Congress did treat us well," he 
told the gathering of riverbank 
property owners, local officials 
and agency staff members. He 
said construction of the Thomes 


Creek siphon and making the 
Tehama-Colusa Canal workable 
as far south as Stony Creek has 
been authorized. 


"We don't know whether the 


administration will let us get it 
done," he cautioned, though. 


One piece of work is going 


forward 
soon. 
That 
is 


Sacramento 
River 
bank 


revetment work near Antelope 
Creek south of Dairyville A 


contract for that will be let about 
Aug. 26, he said. 


H. Richard Maguire, manager 


of the Red Bluff-Tehama County 
Chamber of Commerce, opened 
the meeting yesterday. He in- 
troduced Congressman Johnson, 
who, in turn, introduced Colonel 
Donovan as "the 
principal 


speaker." Johnson spoke at 
considerable length both before 
and after Donovan, and both 


men answered questions from 
the audience. 


Donovan showed a series of 


slides illustrating the Cot- 
tonwood Creek Project plans, 
now in the advanced design 
stage. 


There are still five years of 


planning ahead, he said, ex- 
plaining: 


"There is an immense amount 


of coordination."

After the plans are finished, 


construction will take another 
five 
years, 
he 
said. 
In 


calculating local water needs 
from Cottonwood Creek, he said, 
"we musn't think of today — 
even if we started at once, it 
wouldn't be finished until 1981." 


Beyond the present design 


plans, the project won't be 
started at once. 


"There's no money in the 


president's budget," Donovan 
pointed out. "We hope fiscal 
year '73 will see a start." 


Questioned on whether there 


will be a time limit for purchase 
of water after it is available, 
Donovan said that it is the Corps 
of Engineers' position that there 
will be no time limit. But he 
pointed out that it wit not be the 
engineers who will decide that.

Reagan Ready To Sign Bills

SACRAMENTO (AP) — Gov. 


Reagan prepared today to sign 
into law the two pieces of 
legislation he has 
fought, 


pleaded, 
threatened 
and 


negotiated hardest to get in his 
career as governor — welfare 
and Medi-Cal reforms. 


The Republican governor is, 


in his own words, "not totally 
satisfied" with the measures the 


legislature gave him. 


But top Republicans admit 


there is more of the Reagan- 
proposed reforms in the final 
legislation than they thought it 
possible to get through the 
Democrat-controlled Senate and 
Assembly. 


They contain major con- 


cessions by Reagan and, by his 
count, 70 per cent of the tougher 
eligibility and fraud controls 


and cost-cutting administrative 
changes he sought in the twin 
reforms Reagan announced in 
March 


The welfare reform is ex- 


pected to save the state $50 
million this year and cut total 
federal, state and county costs 
in the $2.5 billion program by 
$130 million this year and up to 
$200 million next year. 


The Medi-Cal bill is expected 


to save $124 million for the state 
and an equal amount for 
counties 
and 
the 
federal 


government 


That totals just a little more 


than half the $700 million 
savings Reagan promised as a 
minimum for his reform. 


The Senate and Assembly 


recessed for a 25-day vacation 
break after the final 55-13

Poll Shows Students 
Want President Out 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) 
— 


Results of a selective campus 
poll released Wednesday in- 
dicate that 90 per cent of 18- 
year-olds plan to vote in 1972 and 
58 per cent of them want 
President Nixon defeated. 


The same survey of 3,000 


students on 60 different cam- 
puses in all areas of the nation 
showed: 


— Marijuana use has made a 


startling 15 per cent surge 
forward over last year. General 
drug use also increased. 


— There are fewer female 


virgins but more male vergins. 


— Pollution has replaced the 


Vietnam war as the No. 1 con- 
cern of the college student. 


The survey was conducted for 


Playboy magazine by Richard 
D. Jaffe & Associates of Chicago 
and was carried out without 
telling the students who spon- 
sored it, the magazine an- 
nounced. 


Only four per cent of the 


students said they wouldn't vote 
and six per cent were undecided 
The poll showed that 41 per cent

Education Benefit Time Short 
Shasta Caverns Gets Approval 


Many eligible veterans now 


have less than three years 
remaining 
to 
use 
their 


educational benefits under the 
current G.I. Bill. 


E.W. Christensen, Director of 


VA's 
Northern 
California 


Regional Office, said that most 
veterans with service between 
January 31, 1955, and June 1, 
1966, are eligible for schooling, 
but their cut-off date is May 31, 
1974. 


Christensen emphasized that 


the 
veteran's 
education 


program must be completed by 
the 
cut-off 
date. 
"Some 


veterans in this category believe 
they have until 1974 to begin 


school," he said. "The law 
states otherwise." 


Veterans 
discharged 
later 


than June 1, 1966, will have a 
proportionally longer time to 
complete schooling. The general 
rule for establishing a cut-off 
date is eight years from the date 
of discharge, Christensen ex- 
plained. 
However, 
since 


educational 
benefits did not 


become available under the new 
law until June 1,1966, the eight- 
year period begins on that date 
for 
those discharged 
before 


then. 


To be eligible for educational 


training, veterans must have a 
discharge or release from active 


service under conditions other 
than dishonorable, and 
must 


have served continuously for 181 
days or more, any part of it after 
January 31,1955. Active duty for 
training purposes may not be 
counted, and special eligibility 
conditions apply to veterans 
released from service because 
of 
a 
service-connected 


disability.

It begins to appear that Tehama County Supervisor Jim Byrne 


will have to choose between his county post and his contracting 
business. The board minutes indicate that out of the 12 meetings in 
the period beginning March 25, Byrne was absent three times and 
arrived late six times — in other words, that he was there for the 
full meeting only three times. That was on March 25, June 8, and 
July 6. 


Further, even when he is attending a board of supervisors 


meeting, Byrne's business sometimes interrupts him and in- 
terrupts the board proceedings as he answers telephone calls. 


Byrne, himself, recognizes the problem, and is reported to 


have discussed resigning. If the outlook for future months is for the 
same situation to continue, then that seems the only acceptable 
solution It's not an entirely happy one, though. Byrne is a forceful, 
independent thinking supervisor. He precipitates debate and 
thorough examination of the issues — when he is there. If he can 
find time to take part in board meetings and carry on the com- 
mittee work and district representation that county supervisors are 
responsible for, there is little doubt that the voters who elected him 
will want him to continue. 


Should he resign, it would be up to Governor Reagan to appoint 


a successor, presumably on recommendation from the Tehama 
County Republican Central Committee. That is a sort of grab bag 
way for the county electorate to get a supervisor. No doubt the 
voters would rather make their own choice. And the voters' choice 
was Jim Byrne. But if he can't serve, that's a different story. The 
situation calls for a decision.

WASHINGTON — While the 


cost of living continues to rise 
sharply for the rest of us, Rep. 
Morgan Murphy, the beefy 
freshman from Chicago, is 
finding that a member of 
Congress can make his costs go 
down. 


Murphy has wheedled the 


Washington Hilton Hotel into 
giving him room and board, not 
to mention the comforts of VIP 
treatment, at a rate well below 
what less-blessed customers 
pay. 


The 
Congressman, 
a 


Democrat whose father is a 
close ally of Mayor Richard 
Daley, explained to us that he 
shopped around at various 
hotels before deciding to try to 
strike a bargain at the lavish 
Hilton. 


"I asked those people if I could 


get some kind of a rate," he 
said. "They were nice to me." 
So Murphy moved into the 
Hilton last April and has been 
staying there every week 
Congress is in session. 


Murphy denied the Hilton had 


any ulterior motive in giving 
him a good deal. It was because 
he was going to be a steady 
customer, he said. 


Yet about the time the 


Congressman moved in, insiders 
say, instructions were given by 
the hotel management that not 
only was he to get a choice room, 
a basket of fruit each Tuesday, 
flowers and other special favors, 
but he was to be billed only $14 
for his $28 room. 


The reason for the red-carpet 


treatment, according to the 
memorandum, was that Murphy 
represented a section of Chicago 
where Hilton has some im- 
portant dealings. 


The Congressman denied he 


was paying half-fare, claimed 
his rake-off was more like 20 or 
30 per cent. He could remember 
only one basket of fruit and he 


denied there were any Hilton 
properties in his district. 


Earl McDonough, manager of 


the hotel, denied that any 
special instructions were issued. 
Asked whether Murphy was 
getting VIP treatment and cut 
rates, he refused to comment 
and hung up the phone.

They said it was 
sent to the various hotel 
department heads and was 
signed by McDonough.

old FBI chief, has a hang up 
about hair. He's inclined to 
measure an employe's fidelity 
by the length of his locks. 


Last June, for instance, the 


old curmudgeon saw a picture in 
the Washington Post of three 
FBI agents hustling an airline 
hijacker, Glen E. Riggs, into the

License Plates For Drivers Instead Of Cars

Should automobile drivers be 


required to use color-coded 
license plates that identify them 
as good, poor or potentially 
dangerous drivers? 


An Indiana professor who 


suggests the system be tried 
claims that several friends are 
dead "because they 
made 


average responses to situations 
where the cars around them 
were operated by much below 
average drivers." 


He concludes: "They would be 


ab've now if they had a chance to 
see in advance what they were 
really up against." 


Should installment credit 


rates be determined by the risk 


the borrower represents instead 
of being regulated at about the 
same percentage for all? 


A New York professor thinks 


it would cut down the number of 
deadbeats who don't pay. And he 
believes it would also make the 
industry more responsible in 
granting credit to those who 
might not be able to handle it. 


Prof. David Caplovitz spent 


four years studying the con- 
sumer credit system. 


One of his recommendations is 


that the price of credit be based 
on a borrower's credit rating. 
This, he said, would discourage 
the granting of credit to ob- 
viously poor risks. And it would 
encourage prompt payment. 


In his hypothesis, 
persons 


reaching the age of 21 might be 
permitted to assume debt at a 
maximum rate of interest 
irrespective of income. Should 
they prove prompt and reliable 
they would become eligible for a 
reduced rate on their next loan 
"until they earned the right to 
pay the low rate of say six or 
seven per cent." 


Dr. Richard N. Farmer, 


professor 
of 
international 


business at Indiana University, 
finds it odd that license plates 
identify the automobile but tell 
nothing about the driver. "We 
are all anonymous to our fellow 
drivers," he says. 


Farmers proposes that each 


driver be issued reflective 


plates attached by magnet. "No 
moving vehicle would be legal 
without these plates attached 
front and rear. The proper 
plates would belong to the 
driver, not the vehicle." 


He would color-code them red, 


yellow, green and blue. In the 
red 
category 
would 
be 


"dangerous drivers, including 
all categories of persons who 
might reasonably be expected to 
be dangerous on the road." 


To get out of the red category, 


he suggests, a person would 
have to demonstrate that he 
deserved it. Such evidence 
would consist of usual driving 
tests, physical examinations, a 
clean moving-violations record 
and similar evidence.

How 
beneficial 
is 


public housing for elderly 
welfare recipients and other 
low-income aged?

The two-year project is being 


funded with a grant of $31,257 for 
its first year and is to be led by 
the SDSW Office of Research 
and Evaluation, according to 
State Welfare Director Robert 
Carleson He said 600 applicants 
for the Housing Authority's 
expanded publicly assisted 
housing for the elderly will be 
interviewed twice, once when 
they apply, and again 12 to 18 
months later Such factors as 
health, life styles, mobility and 
economic circumstances will be 
compared between the two 


groups — those placed, and 
those still waiting. 


Some 20 interviewers will be 


employed from among welfare 
recipients who are residents of 
public housing. They will be 
given two weeks' training by a 
field research organization, and 
it is anticipated their training 
will enable them to participate 
in other project studies in the 
future. 


Harry Zollinger, Executive

of 
the 
Housing 


Authority, said the Authority's 
current construction program to 
build an eventual 800 new units 
for the elderly will house only a 
fraction of the almost 3,000 
applicants now waiting. But, he 
noted, information coordinating 
a public housing program with 
the critical needs of a com- 
munity's total population of 
blind, disabled and elderly 
people is almost nonexistent.

BAN HOUEI SAI, Laos (AP) 


— The heroin pipeline to Viet- 
nam begins here — a sleepy 
Mekong River town with a single 
dusty street and a deceptive air 
of innocence. 


With the Mekong River 


swirling on one side, the steep, 
jungle mountains rising on the 
other, little Ban Houei Sai sits 
remote and seemingly lost amid 
the geographic jigsaw puzzle 
that 
has 
China, 
Burma, 


Thailand and Laos all meeting 
within a few miles. 


It was this distant location 


that made Ban Houei Sai a 
perfect opium town. Not even 
the decade-long Laos war in- 
tervenes. Bombs fall and bullets 
crack on the other side of Laos, 
near Vietnam. Here in western 
Laos the air is still and peaceful 


Narcotics agents of half a 


dozen nations point to Ban Houei 
Sai as a major opium and heroin 
center. You fly in by chartered 
plane from the Laotian capital 
of Vientiane 400 miles to the 
southwest, expecting to find a 
small industrial town. 


But not one chimney is 


smoking.The suggestion that 
human misery is manufactured 
here seems ridiculous. 


Yet you know that the in- 


telligence appraisals of half a 
dozen countries cannot all be 
wrong. The evidence begins to 
accumulate. 


There are the Meo tribes- 


people, milling around the 
marketplace, 
who grow the 


opium poppies. They scrape off 
the sap to sell to itinerant 
Chinese traders, who pass it on 
to the rebel military bands. The 
bands annually assemble large 
caravans of pack mules to carry 
the opium to Ban Houei Sai. 


American officials in Vien- 


tiane said big caravans pulled 
into the hills north of Ban Houei 
Sai in April and May of this 
year, unloading tons of raw 
opium. 


A Chinese store in town of- 


fered evidence of what the local 
industry is — rows of neatly 
molded bronze opium weights 
measuring up to a half a pound 
and shaped like ducks and 
guardian lions, used by traders 
to measure the Meo harvests 


The largest heroin refinery in 


all of Southeast Asia was in a 


village at the edge of the town, 
according to a report by the U. 
S. Central Intelligence Aeencv. 


But where was the refinery? 


Blank stares greeet inquiries 
among the local population. 


We hitched a sampan ride to 


the thatched roof village of Ban 
Houei Tap a few hundred yards 
further on across a stream. The 
refinery was reportedly in that 
village but all we saw was a dog 
stretched in sleep in the hot noon 
sun, and a sarong-clad woman. 


We headed back into town. But 


as our chartered aircraft rose 
from the airstrip we directed the 
pilot to give us an aerial look at 
Ban Houei Tap. 


And there was the refinery, or 


what was left of it, nestled 
halfway up a small hill above a 
stream, a discreet path leading 
to it from the village half a mile 
away. But the three buildings 
used to house the apparatus and 
store the dope seemed burned to 
ashes, and only the foundations 
were standing. Foxholes dug 
around the jungle clearing were 
unoccupied. 


We asked our American in- 


formants in Vientiane if it had 
all been an optical illusion." 
No," we were told. "The Chinese 
who

refinery down last week — you 
might say one result of our 
pressure." "But, " they added, 
"they moved out all the ap- 
paratus and the dope before the 
fire, and are now in business in 
the village of Ban Quang a few 
miles upriver."

Chavez Attempts Boycott 
In Three-County Attack 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — 


Cesar Chavez' United Farm 
Workers Organizing Committee 
has called a strike against some 
1,700 
grape 
growers 
in 


California's Mendocino, Sonoma 
and Napa counties to back up a 
month-old boycott of Heublein, 
Inc., products. 


The strike, against 
Allied 


Grape Growers, whose mem- 
bers sell their grapes to United 
Vintners, a Heublein subsidiary, 
was announced at a news con- 
ference by 30 UFWOC workers. 


At the same time, AFL-CIO 


President George Meany, after 
meeting with UFWOC officials, 
said he and the AFL-CIO 
executive committee strongly 
disapprove of the boycott which 
union officials said was being 
expanded from a few stores to 
"worldwide." 


Meany said Heublein susb- 


sidiaries have contracts and 
good relations with several 
AFL-CIO affiliates and that 
under the labor 
federation's 


constutition and by-laws, no 
union without members working 
for a company may call a 
boycott of its products. 


Meany also challenged con- 


tentions in a $42.5 million 
damage suit UFWOC filed in 
Fresno accusing Heublein of 
refusing to negotiate a contract 
and leading a conspiracy to 
prevent members of Allied 
Grape 
Growers 
from 


negotiating either. 


The suit, among other things, 


says Heublein's 
president, 


Stuart Watson, misrepresented 
facts about negotiations with 
UFWOC to convince Meany and 
other AFL-CIO leaders to op- 
pose UFWOC's boycott. 


The 
Heublein 
products 


boycotted since July include 
Colonel Sanders Kentucky Fried 
Chicken, Hamm's beer, Italian 


Swiss 
Colony 
Wines 
and 


Smirnoff Vodka, said UFWOC 
spokesman Jacque Levy. 


Although grape harvesting 


does not begin until October. 
Dolores Huerta, UFWOC vice 
president, said picketing and 
strike activities will begin today 
in the San Joaquin Valley to 
establish a base by harvest 
time. 


The union estimates 75 per 


cent 
of 
Allied 
vineyards' 


workers are UFWOC members, 
while the firm contends the 
figures is only 5 per cent. 


However, both conceded union 


membership among migrant 
workers is difficult to deter- 
mine. 


The union said it is asking a 


minimum $2 wage on hourly pay 
now averaging $1.80 plus control 
of pesticides, hiring through the 
union rather than labor con- 
tractors and medical benefits. 


Meany expressed annoyance 


at the contentions in the lawsuit 
he had been duped. "If the union 
(UFWOC) feels I've 
been 


deceived by Heublein, then I'd 
be delighted if they would come 
and tell me how I've been 
deceived," he said. 


The union said Watson told 


Meany that "UFWOC had 
refused on eight occasions to 
bargain for the agricultural 
operations of Heublein, when the 
truth is such negotiations were 
broken off by Heublein agents." 


A Heublein spokesman said 


that company officials "don't 
understand what this is all 
about." 


"We have said we will 


nggntiate immprfiately for a 
contract covering the workers 
we employ directly, and you can 
ask George Meany about that 
and we have told our supplier- 
growers we think they, too 
should settle with the union." 


Meany said that "we'll just 


have to wait a while to deter- 
mine how things develop" 
before decising what action the 
AFL-CIO will take.

One is to be 
at Dutch Gulch, and will control 
the North and Middle Forks, 
impounding 1,100,000 acre feet of 
water, and a South Fork dam, 
impounding 900,000 acre feet. 
Both are to be rolled earth fill 
dams with rock facing. 


Donovan sees recreation as a 


big benefit in addition to flood 
control and water conservation. 
He said the Fish and Wildlife 
Service expects to be able to 
develop an important steelhead 
and salmon run when the Cot- 
tonwood Creek flow is stabilized. 
He also sees opportunities for 
boating, water skiing and other 
outdoor recreation there. 


He concedes that the project 


will remove land from the tax 
rolls, but argues that increased 
value of the land that benefits 
from it will more than com- 
pensate. 


During construction, he said, 


some 500 full-time jobs will be 
provided by the project, and 
there will be about 24 jobs af- 
terward in operation and 
maintenance. 


Congressman Johnson didn't 


see much immediate chance of 
clearing the Sacramento River 
channel. Asked about that, he 
pointed out that there are ob- 
jections from the standpoint of 
ecology and expense. 


"You have to deal with a lot of 


government agencies," he said. 
"It will have to be worked out 
very carefully. But we can do a 
job here and there." 


Johnson said that he hopes to 


be able to reopen the Chico 
Landing to Red Bluff river bank 
protection project. 


"We realize that there is at 


least $100 million worth of work 
needed on the river," he said. 
"But money is hard to come by. 
It will be a piece meal 
operation."
